lo The Office of State Reserves (n’rzad Rezerw Panst-^owych -=■ ^IRP)^ established 
in 1950 by order of the Central, CoiEmittee of the Polish, United Workers 
Party (PZPRj^ is responsible for plai'ining eme,rgency economic measi3res and 
for the stockpiling of essential ra-w materia.ls and military products. Both 
the orgao,lzation and. activities of the office are based on the Soviet 
pattern in accord.ance 'm,th directives from Moscovto The office operates 
mthin ilie fram.e’work of the Five Year Il.an, on the basis of annual sched:iiles. 

2. The office origi.;nally subordinate to the military team of the State ■ 

Economic Hanning Ganmlssion (PKBj) was transferred to the office of the 
Premier in 195^-^* Bespite this change ^ the .military team,, in conj'imction 
with 1;he Mi,ni.stry of Kai:iona.l Defense and tlie mili.tary departments of oth.er 
ministries^ continu,es to have prerogajh.ve in any revision of the quantity 
of items stocked. \ 

3 . The IJRP is located in the bulldl,ng of the Mird,stry of Light Industry. 
Exclusive of the'' staff of wareho'jzses and the voivodship representatives 
of t.he 0ent.ral Directorate for Granaries, the office employs 250 workers, 
or just hal.f of the number employed prior to Gomulka's assimiption of power. 

4. The IJRP consul.ts wi.'th va.rious scientific institutions about the means of 
safeguarding stored itern^s. Plants and institutions which hold emergency 
stocks for the HRP are responsible for malntai.ning them, and are forbid.den 
to use, them wl.thoir: the permission of the IJRP and the Chairman of the 
Coinicil of Ministers. Even, then the transaction is regarded as a loan, 
and the materials must be replenished wi.thin a certain period of tim.e. 

5 . The '[JRF is subject i:o au.diti:ng 'by the Central Committee of the PZPR 
(Communl.st Partiy) and by a special group acting for the Supreme Control 
Office (forme.ily the Ministry of State Control), which, is subordl,nate 
to the Sejm (Parliam.ent) 
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6. The folloving details concerning the organization etructiire of the UKP 

are reported: 

a. Department (Departament) I is responsible for planning the operations 
of all the other departments and directorates, as veil as for 
coor^nation idth other governmental bodies. 

b. Directorate VI (formerly Department II ) supervises the stoclqpiling 
of , foodstuffs and groceries. 

c. Directorate (foimerly Department) III siq>ervises stoclspiling of 
medical supplies and chemical products. 

d. Directorate (formerly Department) IV is the financieil and bookkeeping 
directorate (^rzad Finansovo Ksiegovy), vhich is responsible for 
preparing balance sheets of the other directorates and departments 
and for financial coordination. 

a. Directorate (formerly Department) V is responsible for stockpiling 
industrial rav materials essential for the operation of industrial 
plants. It includes a special section called the ”fuel cell'* 

(Kcmcrlia Palirt*a) wiiose functions be referred to belov. 

f . The Central Directorate for Silos (Cent. Zarzad Spichrzov) supervises 
the .stockpiling of grain and cocperates closely “idth Polish Grain 
Directorate (Polsid Saraad Zbozcvy - P2S). It is the section of the 
Mlnistr;,’ of Purchase (Slmpcv) respcnslble for the collection and 
storage of cereals. 

g. Independent Department (Wydzial) of Manpower 

h. General Secret Pureau 

i. Legal Adviser's Department 

J. Independent Department of Domestic Administration 

k. Inaspendent Military Department, vhich is the coordinator with the URP, 
the Ministry" of National Defense (MON), and the military departments 
of the ministries. It is responsible for keeping the URP planning in 
line ui-th general mcbllizatlon plans. 

l. Office of the URP President (Prezes), -vdio has ministerial status. 

7. The fcllctd.ng details are reported with regard to the organizational 

structure of Directorate III: 

a. Commeroial Section (.Wydzial), -vdiich is responsible for purchasing 
materials in accordance \dth the directives of the planning department 
and the military section. 

b. Technical Section, -vdiich is in charge of installations, storage methods 
and equipment and is directly responsible for all emergency depots of the 
directorate. 
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c. Planning Section 

d. Financial and Bookkeeping Section 

e. Domestic Administration Section 

The directorate is managed hy a director and his deputy. 

8. DLrectcrate III is respcnsihle for stockpiling of the folloving materials: 

a. IIo£?pital equipment, such as beds, blankets, mattresses, sheets, and 
pillow cases. Five hundred thousand units of each of the items are 
regularly stocked. 

b. Clothing for the hospital staff and patients, including clothes, towels, 
nurses' and orderlies' uniforms. Stocks amount to 1,500,000 units of 
each item. 

c. First aid kits for the Civil Defense Organization (TOPl). Stocks: 

100,000 sets. 

d. First aid kits, chemical defense for TOPL: 100,000 sets 

e. Equipment for dental clinics (quantity not kno^m) 

f. Surgeon's kits: 100,000 sets 

g. . Complete sets of surgical instruments of all types (quantities not known) 

h. Chemicals used as raw materials by the pharmaceutical industry. 

0. According to the system recently introduced, medical equipment and hospital 
supplies are stored in complete sets. Emergency hospitals are to consist of 
selected rest homes and hotels 'diich forward periodic reports on the number 
of beds and rooms at their disposal to Directorate III. 

10. Directorate III has the following emergency depots: 

a. Depot (Zespcl flagazyncwy) No. 22 is located in a forest about one and 

one-haJLf kilometers jsast of Niemce (N 51-22, E 22-38 )> northeast of tne 
Lublin-Lubartcw road near- the Eystrzyce ’ railroad station. Althou^ a 
fcmer Reiman ammuniticn dump, most of the present structures 'were built 
in 1953-195’!- and the depot was not put Ipto use until 1955 • *216 compound 

is surrounded by a concrete wall two and one-half meters high which is 
topped wdth barbed wdre. The stocks were placed 50 meters from the wall 
according to regulations. About 30''i)ersons, including ten mei^ibers of the 
Industrial Gixard who act as fire patrol are employed there. The director 
of the depot and the guard commander live on th^ site, where there are 
also guest rooms for official visiters, wiiile other employees live in 
adjacent villages. Five Id-lcmeters from the d©jct toward the Wieprz 
River there is a military camp. 

b. Depot No. 24 is located about two kilometers east of the Szyba (N53-W^ E22-22) 
railroad station nestr the Eialystok-GraJ ewo-Elk railroad line. The depot 

was constructed at the some time as No. 22, which it resembles in such 
details as design, perssnnel and cquiperient . 
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c. Depot No. 27 is located in a forest about tvo kilooeters northwest of 
the Ssepietcvo^ railroad station, not far from the War^w-Bialystok 
railroad line- The site contains a cne-storj’' butldin^yhich foimerly 
a .varehouse for the Ministry of Health. It is surrcuhdld by a concrete 
wall and is connected to the main rail line by a branch line- It stocks 
the same items as Depot 22 and has a similar nxcnber of employees. 

d. DepOG No. 36 is located in the building of the CeTeBe Import -jiOcport 
Agency at 27 Fabiycsna Street, Lodz, "^ere it occupies the rear section 
of the sin-story structure. Medical appliances. X-ray equipment, 
electric and labcratciy^ equipment are the principal items stored in the 
arc;a wtiich measures about 3,000 square meters. However, it is planned 
to transfer these stocks outside of the town. 

2. D=p=t Ko. 38 cccuploa sn cli thrso-^tcry building on Szyperska Street, 
Poznan, wtiere it ^,000 square meters of storage space. The depot 
« contains all of the equipment and appliances, beds ezico-sted, for the 
establishment of emer^^ency hospitals. depot supplied various 

drums to hospitals during the local riots of 19^6.

f. Depot No. 51 is located on Grabiszynska Street, Wrocli^<>( Breslau^, 
oppcplte the German cemetery on the site of a foimer textile factory. 

Ne'r Installatlcno have been added, and the storage space totals 12,000 
square meters. The depot is staffed by 50 laen, including elements of 
the Industrial Guard. Directorate III Glares the facilities with 
Directorate V for the industrial materials and eventually all of the 
depot will be taken over by^-tbe latter-

railroad station. The buildings, wixich are similar to those of Depots

b. Approximately six kilometers northwest of Taiiiaszow3 near the railroad line 
to Koluszki. The buildings, also similar to those of Depots No. 22 and 24, 
are scheduled to be completed by late 1957. 

12. Following are the locations of the emergency stores of Directorate VT, lahlch 
is responsible for stockpiling of foodstuffs and groceries: 

a. Warehouse No. 85 (Skladnica Nr. ^5) Is located southeast of Dabie I 

(/atdsmm N 53-24, S l4-40) in the yicinity of the junction of the | 

Dabis-Pyrzyee and the Dabie-Stajpgwrd-Szcsecinski hi^wuys, in a forest 
not far from the Plcnia River. Before World War II, this site was ocei^pie<L 
by a German factory for electric appliances, which comprised four large 
industrial buildings. The Scrv^lets removed all the machineiyv f rem the planii 
and at present the buildings serve as warehouses. In addition to the old 
structures, the Poles ccnstructed two large one- st cry buildings with a 
combined storage space cf 150,000 square meters. The warehouses are 
surrounded by a concrete wall, and a branch railroad line enters the 
ccisqpcund. Stocks include such cemmedtties as meat preserves, matches, 
soap, candles, sugar, and rice. The foodstuffs are frsqucntly exchanged 
according to a fixed rotation scheme. The staff, including the guard, 
numbers 30 men. 
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t). Another -warehcnss is located in Bydgoszcz and stochs meat preserves o 
It ds controlled hy the Central Directorate for Meat Products, 

c. Warehouse No. 21 is located east of Ketrzyn (U 51-18, E 19-38) near 
IQsj'olewc and &uszeTi?iec and the Junction of the Wegorzevo -Ketrzyn 
and Ketrzyn- Gizychc railroad linec> near the Karolevc agricultural 
school. Ttc site contains an old three-story^ huilding, seven large 
one-story structures, and a three-story laanagement huilding. The 
storage space covers an area of 15,000 square meters and is surrounded 

a concrete -..^all, A branch railroad line leads into the compound, 
is :.ne hilometer square and is not camouflaged at all. The 
.tcrei in this store resemble in quantity and type those in 
No, w5, and the staff also numbers 30 men. 

d. Warehouse No, 19 is located Just under one kilometer south of the 
Pruszkov*^ railroad station in an open lot. Built during 1953-1954 it 
res^bles depot No. 22 at Niemce. The depot is surrounded by a concrete 

^ special railroad line leads to the compound. Foodstuffs 
and groceries are similar to those stored at Warehouse Nc. 85. 

13* Follc-wing are the locations of the emergency stores of Directorate V 
(for industrial materials): 

a. A gcvsnmcnt -.jarehouse (SJcladaica Fanstwowa) is located approximately 
tnree Id-lometers south of Siedlce3 near the road to Luhcw. There are 
tvc large fcur-ctcry huntings' -shlch msacurG 200 :: JO meters i.Mch 

f overly helcagod tc the liatch Mcnepely (I'cnepol Zapaleseay). One 
-uils-^ng is used hy the PZZ, Tdiile the second serves the purposes of 
Directorate Y. A concrete -sail vac erected around the latter and 
near the entrance outside the \mill, a one- story structure ';7as built 
to serve ao a hillet for the Industrial Guard. There ie no railroad 
lipe in this depot. Stechs Include hard and eeft, leather, various 
chemicals, and other rav materials. 

b. Government W^^cuse No, 7I is located near Olechov (N 51-03, E 21-28) 
near the Andrzej ow railroad station, not far from Lodz, Built in 1954 
according to the standard pattern, it resembles the installations at 
Depot No, 22 o The area is located in a voed and sitrrcundcd by a 
concrete vail. Materials stored there include leather, crude rubber, 
and billets of copper, tin, brass, aluminium and other metals, as well 
as sheet metal for the* production of cans. 

c« A government warehouse, located in a suburb of Poznan, was completed 
in 1956. Articles stored there include leather, crude rubber, and 
yapicus metals in billets, 

d, A goyenanex^ warehouse (nimber unknown) is located approximately seven 
.ulcmeter^^puth of Radom and one tc three kilometers from the Zakowdee 
near Pedkanov, where it ceexpies the site of a former 
Gennanr arms factory. The buildings are of the standard type and are 
sxirrounded by a high concrete whll. Various types of metal in billets 
are stored there. The staff totals apprcrJjcately 30 men. 

14, Ihe f^l section of Directorate V responsible for maintaining adequate stocks 
of various types of fuel for emergency ..uses, has no storage facilities of 
its own. It uses depots of the Centrai Petroleum Dlrectcrate (Centralny 
-arzad N^ewy), which are supervised and frequently checked by the section's 
personnel. ■ : - 
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15 . The Central Directorate for Slloo vhleh uses seme of the sto^e space of 
the Ministry of AgrlcuLtural Foodstuffs and Purchases and malnt^ns dir^t 
contact with the PZZ, which controls a network of granaries In the ^strlcts 
and vclTodshlpc. The Directorate for Silos has district representatives 
vho are respcnslhle for setting aside predetcimlned 5 uantltles of grain 

at each of these storage facilities as emergency stocks for the UBP 
(q,uantltleo unlmo-ai ) . The grain is exchanged hy a fixed rotation schane 
tc prevent spoilage. 

16. Stocks of raw materials for the explosives’ Industry are stored y the 
nlants themselves under the control of the ERG Central Directorate ■vdiich 
administrates these enterprises. There is close cooperation with the 
jarJ-stiy' of Metallurgical Industry- In matters connected w-lth the stockpiling 
of various metals, since the storage facilities at the disposal ^f 
Directorate V are lnadeq,uatc. Similarly plants subordinate to the ffinistry 
of Machine Industry, as veil as others, hold stocks of machinery and 
eGContinl, parte . 

17. Following are locations of depots which serve as military emergency stores; 

a. A depot for clothing, personal and unit equipment for the Rear Ser/lces 
Command Is located In the suhurhs of Lodz, at the end of Pryncypalna 
Str-’et In the direction of Pahlanlce. This site, -..hich served as a 
mllitari' varoheuso before World War II, comprises many tve-story brick 
structures. It Is surrounded by a concrete vail and a special branch 
line loads tc the compound. It is staffed by military personnel. 

b. An emergency depot for medical goods which belongs to Medical Services 
Headquarters (Zefowstwo Sl\izby Zdrowla) is located one kilometer southwest 
of Celestyncv village... It was built during 1952-1953 snd served as a 
model for other UEP depots ilth regard to layout and organization. 

Stocks include general medical supplies, surgical equipment and general 
hospital equipment. The depot is also manned by mlUtaiy personnel.
